son again making an effort to inveigle 
Lillian Snavely into his power. 
lie has, 
we have heard it stated, made his boasts 
that if he could obtain an interview with 
her he "would bo ah rig ht,” as he ex. 
pressed it. He departed this morning and 
ordered h u letters sent to Kalamazoo, 
Michigan, in the name of C, L. Watson.

Russia’s 
y early fish product is the same as that of 
France. 
Germany is credited with a 
product of $18 ,320,000 annually .

The fishing industries of North America 
and Europe combined employ between 
6 00,000 and 7 00,000 persons and 15 0,000

ABOUT JAPANESE 
NEWSPAPERS. 


W hat T hey E xlut for 
hihI n o w T h ey A re 
M ade Up. 
Tokio alone has eleven daily and eleven 
weekly papers, only two of which are 
printed in the English language. 
Naga­ 
saki has a J apanese daily ami an English 
weekly. 
Eighteen other J apanese towns nupport 
at least out* daily paper each. 
They are 
all large, handsome sheets, printed on 
good paper, in tyjxi which even the west­ 
ern eye, uninstructed save by the casual 
jierusal of ten cliests. can sen* is good, bold 
and handsome—for that kind of typo. 
Whore the type is cast I cannot say, but 
if the J apanese can cut the punches for 
these intricate hieroglyphics, they must 
I** wonderfully well advanced in the me­ 
chanical arts. 
Curious looking sheets they are, th<*se 
J apanese papers, but they are doing a 
noble work, and before describing them 
in detail it may be well to explain their 
mission. They do Qb t go in very strongly 
for news. 
Their purj>o8e is chiefly edu­ 
cational. 
The tradition seems to survive 
in the navy, judging from late events. 
These pajKTs, printed in their own tongue, 
are doing the work of gentlemen ushers 
to civilization, introducing the J apanese 
to the world at large. 
Their columns are 
largely filled with translations from Eng­ 
lish and American ]xi]x*rs and accounts 
of the doings of civilized jjeoplc. 
1111* truly J apanese pajx'rs have their 
little j>eouliarities. 
The title seems to 
have no particular fixed plain*, except 
that it must lx*on the last page. 
I l'uney 
they generally make* up the A?st of the 
p» l>er first and then throw the title in 
anywhere on the fourth page, unless an 
“ ad” comes in at the last minute, when 
they leave it out altogether. 
1 am not 
sure of this, for 1 have never seen a 
J apanese paj>er made up; I only judg e so 
from the fact that there are always three 
or four immense hieroglyphs of a w ry 
teachesty 
character 
rambling 
around 
these* J apanese fourth pages, 
with a 
strong tendency toward the upper right 
hand corner, which is when*, 1 mu given 
to understand, the J apanese pajx*r com­ 
mences. 
However, 1 may lx* all wrong. 
These mammoth characters may only U* 
displayed “ ads” for aught I know. They 
occur in every paper, and all look alike. 
A J apanese newspaper doesn’t need a 
title anyhow. 
They ore all “ shimbuns.” 
“ Shiinbun” means “ newspaper” in J ap­ 
anese, 
and the J apanese are a plain 
spoken race, and Ixdieve in calling a 
“ sliimbun” a “ shimhun.” They venture 
so far as to use a qualifying word if there 
is more than one “ sliimbun” in the place, 
or if the “ sliimbun” is some particular 
sort of “ shimbun.” 
Thus there are 
mainiehi (morning), 
nichi (daily), eirl 
(illustrated), daimos (official) and other 
“ shimbuns,” but the last title fits them 
all, 
and this, though monotonous, is 
sensible. 
You may name a “ sliimbun" 
after all the luminaries of heaven, and 
still it remains, in truth mid in fact, only 
a “ shiinbun.” 
The J apanese newsjiapers are a little 
confusing to read until one gets used to 
them, but generally their makeup is 
as 
follows: The fourth page seems to lx* de­ 
voted to news items and clippings. They 
sire a little careless about crediting. 
I 
have not been able to find a single credit 
unless something J apanese, which kx>ks 
like a centipede in a lit and occurs fre­ 
quently, means “ exchange.” 
The third 
page is given up to editorials and the 
second to a feuilleton. 
I am not sure of 
the editorials, but I am confident of the 
feuilleton. 
It has that solid four column 
and a half look about it—it breathes that 
odor of utter inanity which marks the 
newspaper short (short! heaven save the 
mark) story. 
Besides, it has a picture as 
a rule. 
This seems to dispel the other­ 
wise reasonable idea that it is an editorial 
on a subject 
which has 
thoroughly 
ro u sed the editor. 
The first (last) page, 
tho u gh, is the most intelligible and in ­ 
terestin g after all, fo r here are the ad­ 
v ertisemen ts. Here we find the cu ts 
familiar to u s fro m o u r earliest day s. 
The mo n ster bo ttles o f v ario u s 
bitters, 
beers an d o ther liq u ids, medicinal and

The perils of “ rivermeil” in g etting 
down tin* drives are hut little known to 
the outside world, « qiecially when there 
is a jam, and the attempt is made to 
break it. 
When one of these big jams 
occurs it requires not only skill, hut a 
great deal of daring, to start it. 
Often­ 
times it is a marvel how those spike 
booted fellows, armed with their steel 
spike poles and cant dogs, escape with 
their lives. 
W hen the huge mass of logs 
wedges in between the luniks of the 
river, apparently inextricable, confusion 
ensues. But these biavc, tough men have 
quick eyes, and are us nimble as cats, 
with, perhaps, us many lives. 
When 
the jam is started and the resistless, tur­ 
bulent waters set the wrenching and 
cross bound logs to spinning and plung­ 
ing downward in a tremendous roar, the 
agility and recklessness w hich they dis­ 
play in leaping from log to log, to reach 
the* shore in safety, forms as exciting a 
spectacle as one would care to witness. 
Most of these [og drivers are French 
Canadians. 
There has been a great 
change of late years in the nationality of 
those who handle the woodman's ax, 
and who work on the rivers. 
Formerly 
Yanki*o crews were generally employed; 
n« » w foreign labor is chiefly hired from 
the provinces. 
There is an army of “ P. 
E. I. m en,” as thev are known, hired by 
the Penobscot lumbermen,* who come 
from Prince Edward Island. 
There is 
more or less feeling shown by the Yankee 
rivermen toward the French Canadians 
who work with them, which frequently 
culminates in desperate lights. 
“ The 
Forks” of the Kennebec has 1k*oii often 
the scene of these bloody encounters in 
the early spring months when the driv­ 
ing season opens, and later on during the 
summer months when the “ Kanucks” 
come doxvn the Canada road to hire out 
to the Maine haymakers. 
Generally, 
Canadian “ w hite w hisky,” as it is called, 
is at the bottom of these fights, which 
usually wind up with a score of “ Ka- 
liueks” getting their faces sadly dis­ 
figured, especially if any of the notorious 
Bear family take a hand in these fistic 
battles.—Augusta (Me.) Letter. 


T h e Inland» o f th e P acific. 
In addition to the two large islands 
recently discovered in the Pacific ocean, 
a third has just been discovered lying 
less than 100 miles from the northern 
coast of New Guinea. It has been named 
Allison Island, is nearly three miles long, 
rises about 100 feet to 150 feet above the 
sea, and has abundant timber. 
Several 
stretches of fertile and inhabited land, 
some of them much larger than Allison 
Island, have been found within a fexv 
years at a distance of 200 or BOO miles 
from the New* Guinea coast, and similar 
discoveries are made once in a while in 
various parts of the Pacific.
